GYPSIES. 


“ Recent Ramblings amon 
Southern Europe ” was the subject of a lec- 
ture which Dr. Walter Starkie, F.,T.C.D., 
delivered yesterday afternoon before the 
members of the Royal Dublin Society in, the 
Concert Hall, Ballsbridge. 

In the year 1414, Dr. Starkie said, there 
was a great inrush of gypsies into Europe, 
and in the following fifty years 
they spread over Rumania, Hungary, 
Germany and Spain. They were treated at 
first with a certain amount of consideration 


in twenty or thirty years’ time 4 ye 
began to persecute them, and they had been 
persecuted ever since. They were now spread 
all over the world. Their language was 
Indian, and the best” authorities hold that 
they were of Indian origin. 

The folklore of Rumania and Hungary was 
bound up with these wonderful people. i 

Dr. Starkie then proceeded to describe his 
own experiences. in Southern Europe. “ie 
went there dressed as a peasant and teok his 
fiddle with him. He told of his many 1n- 
teresting and exciting experiences, and held 
the attention of his large audience while 
he, played selections of gypsy airs. He 
explained that these tunes had been 
handed down from father to son, and, as 
most gypsies could not read music, they had 
never heen written. : 

An interesting collection of photographic

The port of Las 
Palomas of Masefield’s story is no highly- 
coloured figment of the novelist’s imagina- 
tion. Dr. Dickey’s candid and unemo- 
tichal account of his experiences and of 
the universal and brute aggrandisec- 
ment of the white man at the expense of 
the native inhabitants would afford 
material for half a dozen “ Sard 
Harkers ” and ‘‘ Courts of the Morning ”’ 
rolled into one. 

As a trained physician Dr. Dickey is 
observant, and his record of what he hes 
seen is all the more telling in its effect for 
the strictly objective method of its 
narration. Revolutionary ‘‘ generals,’’ 
miners, concession-seekers and rubber 

lanters are passed in review; the greed 
or gold had debauched them all to a 
common level of crime and degeneracy, 
“bad hombres’’ to a man. With the 
“bad Indian ” our author expresses a 
sympathy born of understanding. His 
badness is of a different grade of 
iniquity ; it is the natural aversion of the 
untutored child of tropical Nature from 
work as his profit-hunting overlords 
would have him work. Goaded and 
cheated by his white masters, he is 
driven to retaliate, and Dr. Dickey, an 
impotent witness of his sufferings, cannot 
find it in his heart to blame .him, even 
when he is himself the victim of such 
retaliation. 

Landing at Puerto Colombia some 
thirty years ago, with a brand-new ba 
and a total capital of one hundred 
dollars in his pocket, Dr. Dickey found 
the country in the throes of a revolution, 
which he describes as a compound of 
ghastliness and horror and  untrust- 
worthiness. Baraquilla, the headquarters 
of the Federal Army, he found alive with 
*‘ altruistic foreigners,’’ bound by the 
common tie of concession-hunting. The 
Colombians themselves were a _ sober 
people, but the foreigners living in their 
midst he characterises as ‘‘ consistent 
two-fisted drinkers,’’ urged to the forget- 
fulness of alcohol by alternating waves of 
fear and boredom. 


THE RUBBER “BOOM.” 


His experience as a volunteer medical 
officer in the Federal Army proving a sad 
disillusionment, he wandered to Frias— 
nearly a month's journey by steamboat 
up the Magdalena River—where he be- 
came medical attendant in a silver mine. 
His contract with the mining company 
having terminated, and private practice 
in the backwoods proving as unremunera- 
tive as had been his official military 
connection, he was tempted by the offer 
of a well-paid post in the service of the 
Peruvian Amazon Rubber Company. It 
was in the opening years of the present 
century, when the valley of the Amazon 
was seething from end to end with the 
short-lived rubber boom. The Putumayo 
and Javari rivers were the main arteries 
of traffic through a jungle rich in rubber. 
In the towns, sprung up mushroom-like 
on their banks, were gathered a popula- 
tion of the choicest scoundrels imagin- 
able, whose sole aim it was to get rich 
as quickly as possible, and with few 
scruples as to the means whereby wealth 
was obtained. 

As no treaty of extradition then existed 
between Brazil and Peru, and the Javari 
river formed the natural boundary, many 
citizens were in good standing on one bank 
of the river who dared not cross, lest the 
authorities on the other side should seize 
them for “ crimes which ran. from one end 
of the criminal scale to the other.” At E! 
Encanto and La Chorrera, the chief 
stations of the company, the physical 
condition of the native. workers under his 
care was often such as to leave no doubt 
in Dr. Dickey’s mind that the policy of 
frightfulness was deliberately adopted by 
some officers of the company as a means 
of obtaining “'results.” The cepas, or 
stocks, floggings of the most brutal kind, 
mutilations, and even murder, were the 
stock-in-trade treatment of the “bad” 
Indian. As a servant in the company’s 
employ, Dickey knew too much to dare 
an open resignation of his post; in secret 
flight lay his only chance, and he took it, 
glad to have escaped with his life. 


ROGER CASEMENT. 


One episode of his career of interest to 
Irish readers was his association with 
Casement, whom he describes as a gene- 
rous, high-principled British civil servant, 
of undoubted courage and eccentricity. 
Dr. Dickey draws a vivid portrait of this 
unusual character embarking on a river 
steamer, with the temperature at 96 in 
the shade, clad in a heavy flannel shirt 
and dark brown suit of Irish homespun, 
his sole concession to the tropics being 
his bare feet. A kindly comment on his 
ultimate end deserves quotation: ‘‘ He 
conld not stand cruelty or oppression. His 
Congo and Putumayo experiences had 
shown him so much of these that he had 
become a monomaniac on the subject. It 
was but a step to the ‘cruelties to 
Ireland’ that brought him to the noose. 
He was not exactly mad, but he was ex- 
tremely eccentric, and who can draw a 
line between the two?’’ With Casement, 
Dr. Dickey helped to investigate the con- 
ditions of the Peruvian Company’s hold- 
ings under the direction of the astonishing 
Julio Arana, and that the abominable 
atrocities perpetrated upon the _  un- 
fortunate natives had this man’s full 
knowledge and acquiescence this book 
bears ataple testimony. Yet, if commer- 
cial man alone is vile, the country-- 
South America herself—can exercise a 
strange allure. 

Even after his escape from the Putu- 
mayo and its horrors, the writer was 
yet to be drawn back by the wander. 
lust of the true explorer—that de- 
sire to tramp through untrodden jungle, 
to glide down unknown streams in dug: 
out canoes, to cross the giants of the 
Andean range. The sheer fascination of 
the trail has led him to explore the con- 
tinent widely. Five times in all he has 
crossed the Andes, the fifth crossing 
having been made in company of his wife, 
as a honeymoon journey. His record 
dispels many travellers’ tales. Travelling 
in the South American iungle is 
admittedly arduous and difficult, but 
serious agers are seldom to be en- 
countered. Snakes are few and far 
between—in thirty years he has had but 
two cases of snake-bite to treat; and the 
jaguar in his native wild would seem to 
* as shy as any doe. The insects and 
the iles that infest the rivers are 
the only inhabitants of the jungle that 
are us to man, and of the two the 
insects, fell carriers of yellow fever and 
malaria, are the more active in their ill- 


doing.

Han dkerchie fs. 


A time there was when handkerchiefs 
used to be made in all kinds of fantastic 
shapes and sizes, but now, except in very 
singular cases, the recognised shape is 
square. 

I read a very good story recently about 
handkerchiefs, and the origin of their 
shape, writes a correspondent. In the 
National Archives in Paris, it is stated. 
there is preserved the original parchment 
of an edict of Louis XVI. registered by the 
Versailles Parliament on 10th December, 
1784, ordering all manufacturers to make 
their handkerchiefs square. The reason for 
this edict was that the ill-fated Queen 
Marie Antoinette scratched her hand one 
day in the garden of the Trianon Palace. 
The king proferred his handkerchief, and 
when the Queen found that she could not 
bind her hand well owing to the peculiar 
shape of the cloth, she flew into a temper, 
and, being a great believer in the Divine 
right of Kings, she asked Louis to order 
that all handkerchiefs should be made 
square in future. The King, who was 
slave to Marie’s slightest whim, carried 
out her wish and so all handkerchiefs 
became square in shape, and have remained 
go ever since. 

This story may not be true, but the edict 
of 1784 is in Paris, and can be seen by any 
sceptical persons.

Insurance. 


It is possible nowadays to insure oneself 
against almost any emergency—losses 
from a Budget, the terms of which are 
anticipated, but not definitely known ; the 
risk of revolution, or the arrival of twins. 
Before insurance became an established 
business, the gambling spirit which 
caused such disasters as the South Sea 
Bubble led certain speculators to wager 
large sums publicly on the life prospects 
of distinguished invalids, an action which 
frequently had very serious results on the 
health of the individuals concerned. 
Lloyds, one of the greatest insurance 
businesses in the world, began in quite a 
humble way. The waterside coffee-house 
of one, Edward Lloyd, became, in the 
seventeenth century, a meeting-place for 
seafaring and business men, and here 
news of the sea and of ships could be 
gathered, news which, in those days, was 
difficult to obtain. Lloyd had the sense 
to appreciate his opportunities, and pub- 
lished a commercial news sheet, which was 
the earliest paper in England, with the 
exception of the London Gazette. To-day 
he would hardly recognise the com- 
plicated mechsrism which bears his name 
into every corner of the globe.

‘Bend a little this way. Blondin!’ or 
“ Lean a little that way, Blondon!’ No, 
you would say nothing; you would leave 
it to Blundin. Gentlemen, leave this 
matter to me.’’

The New Players announce that they 
will open their season on the 17th inst.

Morality.’’ The play will be staged in the 
Peacock Theatre for one week, under the 
direction of Miss Dorothy Day, who will 
also appear in a leading part. 

The plays of Harold Chapin are not so 
well known in Dublin as those of many of 
his contemporaries. Chapin was a citizen 
of the United States, but he became 
familiar to the public in England as un 
actor and a playwright. His «reputation 
und his themes are thoroughly English, 
so that no trace of his American origin 
ever obtrudes. Chapin is best known by 
a series of perfect one-act plays, of which 
the most familiar and popular are “ The 
Dumb and the Blind ” and “It’s the 
Poor that ’Elps the Poor,’’ in both of 
which the sufferings of the inarticulate 
poor are presented with sympathy and 
bitter irony. He was a master of 
dialogue, who depicted his characters 
with a certainty and an unsentimental 
sympathy which are irresistible. On the 
outbreak of the war he joined the British 
Army, and was killed in 1915. 

It was not, however, until five years 
after his death that “ The New Morality ” 
was first produced at the Comedy Theatre 
in, London. In this play Chapin deserted 
his “undeserving poor,” and experi- 
mented with characters from the comfort- 
able middle-classes. Apparently, these 
people excited his ironic humour, so that 
he laughed outright at their antics. His 
laughter here has a cynical undertone, 
which is usually absent from his plays. 
The action of ‘‘ The New Morality ” is 
concentrated in the house-boat of Colonel 
Ivor Jones, ‘‘ Hyacinth,’’ between the 
hours of 4.30 and 8 o’clock “ on an even- 
ing in a record summer.” Another house- 
hoat, ‘‘ Merry Mischief,’’ owned by E. 
Wallace Wister, is moored near by. 
Chapin was only twenty-nine years cold 
when he died, so that a potentially great 
dramatist was lost.

When Emma Cons 
set out on her be 
digious undertaking 
in 1881, the theatre, which later became 
famous as the ‘‘Old Vic,’’ was one of the 
most scandalously conducted music-halls in 
London. The Coburg, as it was named, 
had once been the scenes of triumphs of 
Edmund Kean, J. B. Booth, and Henry 
Kemble, but it had fallen through blood- 
curdling melodrama to variety entertain- 
ments, in which every item was blue. 
Emma Cons took the Theatre in hand 
uite definitely as part of her philan- 
thropic and social reform schemes. Housing 
was her chief problem, and it was her 
effort tc provide some alternative to the 
cramped rooms of the London slums that 
led her to the theatre. It was her instru- 
ment in combatting the public-house. She 
was a friend of such reformers as Ruskin. 
Fk. D. Maurice and Hughes of “ Tom 
Brown ” fame, and it was only by the 
active support and assistance of Lord 
Temple that she was able to take over the 
notorious Coburg and convert it into the 
“Old Vic.” Where Emma Cons laid a 
foundation her niece, Lilian Bayliss, had 
builded so securely that the old theatre is 
now probably the most famous place of 
entertainment in the English-speaking 
world. So successful has the work been 
that Sadliers Wells Theatre will soon be 
re-opened as an “Old Vic,” for another 
part of London, and care is taken that 
Miss Bayliss will be safeguarded when the 
Charing Cross Bridge scheme is begun. 


St. Columb’s C ollege. 


EMMA CONS. 


St. Columb’s College, Derry, whose 
golden jubilee is being celebrated by a re- 
union of old boys this week, is built on 
ground which at one time was the 
property of the eccentric Bishop Hervey, 
Esrl of Bristol, who took a prominent 
part in the Volunteer movement of 
Grattan’s day. The ground lies outside 
the city walls, between Brandywell and 
the River Foyle, and is reputed to have 
been part of St. Columb’s famous oak 
grove, from which Derry takes its name. 
It was waste ground when appropriated 
towards the close of the eighteenth 
century, but the Earl-Bishop secured it 
on a fee-farm grant from the Crown, and 
built in wt a splendid casino, in the 
Neapolitan style. Bristol was a noted 
connoisseur, and had the casino 
elaborately decorated with mural paint- 
ings, and even imported from Italy a 
cargo of lava, with which he formed the 
coping of the surrounding walls. 

On his death, the property came into 
the hands of the Pitt-Kennedy family, 
from whom it was purchased by Dr. 
Kelly, Roman Catholic Bishon of Derry, 
who built St. Columb’s on it as a diocesan 
college. The college was opened to 
students on November órd, 187%. and the 
drawing room of the casino was con- 
verted into the college chapel. For about 
thirty years St. Columb’s has been in 
enjoyment of an annual grant of 2600 out 
of the revenues of the Irish Society, the 
Committee of the London companies to 
which the old Columban abbeys of Derry 
and Coleraine were granted at the 
Plantation of Ulster in 1608. ‘The 
present Roman Catholic Bishop of Derry, 
the Most Rev. Bernard O’Kane, D.D., was 
St. Columb’s very successful science 
master for a number of years.

PROTECTION OF WILD 
BIRDS.

SENATOR BROWN’S BILL. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 

A bill for the further protection of wild 
birds is about to be introduced in the Free 
State Senate by Senator 8, L. Brown, K.C. 
lt is hoped that all right-minded men and 
women in the Free State will unite in using 
their utmost efforts to get this measure made 
law ; for there is great danger that before long 
some of our most useful and beautiful birds 
may be exterminated. Goldfinches, for in- 
stance, are decreasing rapidly in numbers. 

— They sre greatly 
sought after by Eng- 
lish dealers, and 
since, by the Act of 
1925, the setting of 
bird-lime has been 
made illegal in Eng- 
land, the prices ob- 
tainable for these 
birds have increased. 
As much as 10s. per 
bird is offered by 
Manchester dealers, 
whose stock is ob- 
tained from the Free 
State, where at pre- 
sent there is no legis- 
lation against the 
use of bird - lime. 
What could be more beautiful than a 
“charm' of goldfinches feeding on the 
seeded thistle-heads before the wind has 
distributed the seeds, and thus saving farmers 
and gardeners much trouble? 

It must he kept in mind that numerous 
other small birds may be “limed,’’ and, if not 
killed at once by the bird-catcher, will pro- 
bably perish miserably, owing to the sticky 
substance on their feet and feathers. Senator 
Brown's bill would make the setting of bird. 
lime and the exportation of certain song 
birds illegal. Under the Wild Birds Act 
(1880) the close season for scheduled birds 
was from the Ist of March to the Ist of 
August ; but in sixteen counties the close time 
has been extended to the’ 1st of December, and 
in three of these the goldfinch, siskin, linnet, 
redpoll and skylark are protected during the 
whole year. 

INADEQUATE PENALTIES. 

As the law stands, the high prices now 
offered for some song birds make the amount 
of the fine that can be imposed for illegally 
catching them wholly inadequate, and the 
risk of prosecution is considered well worth 
running. It mnst always be remembered 
that the movement for the protection of wild 
birds does not seek in any way to interfere 
with legitimate shooting of game or wild- 
fowl, or the destruction of birds, in cases 
where they hecome a vest. 

The prevalence of liver-fluke in cattle and 
sheep within recent years is attributed to the 
reduction in the numbers of green plover, 
which feeds largely on the small snail that 
acts as host for the fiuke. If the public 
could be thoroughly awakened to the import- 
ance of bird life in the welfare of the country, 
there is no douht that Senator Brown’s hill 
would be passed not merely without opposi- 
tion, but with enthusiasm.

THE MORNINGTON 
DISCOVERY.

MAY BE PRE-FOURTH 


CENTURY. 


(By L. $. GOGAN.) 

As a result of the report in Thursdays 
Irish Times regarding the discovery of re 
mains of ancient vessels at Mornington, in 
the vicinity of the mouth of the Boyne, I 
visited the site yesterday afternoon on behalf 
of the Department of Education. I was 
greatly assisted in my investigation by Dr. 
Liam Bradley, of Drogheda, and Captain 
Simon Lyons, who brought the discovery to 
the notice of the /rish Times. I wish to 
express my thanks to both gentlemen for their 
valuable co-operation. ; 

The site of the discovery is a section of a 
drain which skirts the western heights of the 
Valley of Mornington, a few hundred yards 
south of a point opposite the last house of 
Mornington Village, which occupies the ridge 
on the other side. The drain in question 
carries the waters of a stream rising in the 
neighbourhood down to the Boyne. The 
valley is a silted-up creek, now almost fully 
reclaimed. There is a floodgate at the mouth 
of the valley, which is not, however, fully 
proof against tidal invasion. This creek 
would have made an ideal anchorage for craft 
of small draft; and incidental discoveries 
from time to time, as well as literary indica- 
tions, reveal the fact that this was fully 
realised. The present discovery is a case in 
point. 

The local conditions were such as to pre- 
vent anything more than a cursory examina- 
tion. The result is not without interest. The 
drain is four or five feet deep and about 
four feet wide. The deepening of it revealed, 
at intervals of about twenty yards, about 
four feet sections of heavy oak timbers lying 
vertical to the bank. These showed traces 
of burning. No parts of the upper structure 
were visible or uppear to have been found. 
An opening made in a direct line at some 
distance (about nine feet, I think) from one 
of these produced a block of timber of Y-out- 
line (closed), and having a projection about 
the wider parts, which is obviously part of 
the stern, rot necessarily the stern-post. 

MAY BE CELTIC. 

We have here to deal with remains of 
several vessels, which were obviously of the 
built variety, either carvel-built or clinker- 
built. The absence of iron nails would indi- 
cate the former, and (for vessels of this size) 
an earlier type of ship than those of the 
Vikings or Romans. The evidence, still frag- 
mentary and incomplete, seems to point to 
vessels something of the Als type (early cen- 
turies of the present era, pre-fourth century, 
at any rate), and to have some of the features 
(especially the block-keel) of the later Nydam 
type (fourth century). This suggests that 
the vessels are Celtic, and may furnish an 
important contribution to a subject—the sole 
existent material for the study of which are 
Cesar’s incomplete references to Venetian 
craft plying across the English Channel in 
his time. 

We get here a picture of great interest—a 
small fleet of vessels (the similarity of the 
circumstances of the remains indicate the pro- 
bability that they belong together) putting 
into the creek, driven on to the bank, and 
burned out to the water’s edge. 

While St. Patrick*touched at the Boyne 
mouth several times (it was there he made his 
escape overseas) in the course of his mission, 
there is nothing to indicate that he left his 
ships there permanently. A more suggestive 
fact is the reference in our legendary history 
to the landing there of one of the scattered 
parties of Milesians, that under Eireamhén. 
From cne of his followers, Colpa of the 
Sword, Inbhear Colpa is said to be called. 
This is usually taken to mean the Boyne 
Mouth, but as Inbhear Bédinne-and Inbhear 
Colpa both occur in the Tripartite Life of 
St. Patrick, it is not impossible that Inbhear 
Colpa is actually the name of the original 
creek at Mornington. The legend may pre- 
serve the record of a-landing of Celts in the 
district. 

A full and careful investigation of the site 
ought to be undertaken at once.

EXHIBITION, 


IMPORTANCE OF CHOOSING 
THE BEST. 


FACTORS OF COST AND

The Housing avd Building Exhibition, 
organised by Mr. T. Percy ntley, was 
opened officially, in the presence of an in- 
fuential company, in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Professor. R. M. Butler, F.,R.LA.L, 
A.R.H.A., presided at the opening ceremuny. 
He said. that architects and builders were 
students all their lives, always anxious to 
know ss move of the great craft to 
which they Lelonged. They were indebted 
io Mr. T. Percy Bentley, who had great 
experience of similar exhibitions elsewhere, 
for organising such an exhibition as this— 
the first of its particular kina ever held in 
Dublin. The exhibition was exclusively 
devoted to the display of articles and 
appliances connected with building and hous- 
‘ng—machinery, equipment and decorative 
materials. The exhibits were arranged exclu- 
ively to interest practical men. It was. the 
duty and interest of all connected with build- 
ing to keep themselves abreast of the latest 
developments, not alone in relation to new 
and important discoveries, but in regard to 
nrogress and efficiency in the ordinary and 
everyday appliances, goods, fittings and fur- 
nishings involved in building. 

“We are all to-day particularly concerned 
with housing.” he said, “for housing is the 
burning question of tha day. If we can learn 


anything that will add to our knowledge of 


the best and the most efhcicnt materials and 
appliances connected with housing—some- 
thing that will aid towards the adequate and 
economical soution of that great problem— 
hy coming here, ther the exhibition will 
have more then juststed itself. I have no 
doubt that you will all, when you have 
walked through the recms and examined the 
exhibits, agree that your time has not heen 
wasted—that you have spent an interesting 
and. I hope, mstructive hour or se. 
TRIBUTE TO CITY COMMISSIONERS. 

The practical interest of the municipal 
authority of Dublin in this exhibition is 
shown, first of all, by the presence of Dr. 
Dwver; and, secondly, by the municipal 
authorities eres here the maps, plans 
and other data, showing im some small 
measure what they themselves have been 
doing in the way of a contribution towards 
the solution of the housing problem. in 
Dublin. A glance at the maps and plans 
hung in the stall of the municipal. authort- 
ties will give some idea of the immense scale 
on which the authorities in Dublin are 
viappling with the problem, and we realise 
what an advance has been made on the ideas 
of municipal housing in Dublin as compared 
with, say, even a quarter of a century ago. 
The credit for most of this belongs to the 
City Commissioners, Dr. Dwyer and his col- 
leagues. “ 

In addition to the work of the municipality, 
a considerable amount of private enterprise 
has also been displayed in Dublin in re- 
lation to housing—not as much as we would 
wish, but, nevertheless, a substantial con- 
tribution—on dhe part of private individuals, 
public utility societies and companies. That 
this private enterprise. has not been larger 
is-due to causes beyond our contro]—the 
high cost of building, for one thing—and we 
must all of us look forward with hope to the 
possibility of the revival of the much-abused 
speculative builder, who, after all, in the 
past contributed so largely to the solution of 
the housing problem. Exhibitions such as 
this are useful in affording opportunities to 
manufacturers and merchants to show what 
they can offer; such opportunities put us— 
architects and builders—into touch with 
them, and we may glean much useful infor- 
mation as to the latest and the best in the 
various departments connected with building. 


ROLE OF ADVERTISING. 
Dr. Dwyer, in declaring the exhibition 


Open, 


to the organiser, Mr. Bentley, and to the. 


exhibitors. He trusted that the orders re- 
ceived would encourage future enterprise in 
exhibitions in the city, and particularly that 
the number of exhibitors of native industry 
wotld increase. The true strength of adver- 
tising had only been appreciated in the last 
twenty-five years, and while some had ac- 
cepted it as a necessary concomitant of suc- 
cessful enterprise, in small countries, like 
ours, some of them regarded advertising ás 
a form of artillery barrage, which only the 
wealthy contestant could afford to keep 
constant, and against which constancy the 
occasional fire of small contestants must 
break down. That might be truc of advertis- 
ing generally, but in advertising at an 
exhibition the small exhibitor met his 
weightier competitor on a fairer basis; he 
was judged by the quality of his troops and 
not ‘only the quantity of his guns. o him 
Dr. Dwyer’s good wishes were particularly 
directed. 

There was a time when, on entering an 
exhibition of that description, he expected to 
find new methods and new machines so 
radical in change that savings might be 
shown Fon) a có affecting housing finance 
—the only block to the solution of housing, 
and, indeed, most of our other problems; 
but now he looked for.a one per cent. saving 
in cost and a one per cent. improvement in 
service. He expected that he would not be 
disappointed here. This might appear pessi- 
mistie to many people not ler; ardent than 
himself in such problems as slum clearance 
and the high price of house-building. 


a A NEW STANDARD. 

There was one other factor, apart from the 
increase in the cost of wages and materials, 
which was very often forgotten. In compar- 
ing housing costs, pre-war and post-war, it 
Should not be forgotten that the standard of 
housing had San, changed. One should 
not compare a house with three bare rooms, 
with fire-places without fittings, a lavatory 
in the yard, and the density unrestricted. 
“ith a house with four rooms, internal 
lavatory and bath, scullery, hot and cold 
water, food and clothes presses, and density 
13 to the acre, These were the factors which 
made the problem of what the State and the 
occupiers could afford to pay and what the 
housing authonities wished to supply so ex- 
tremely difficult. 

This was a problem—though slower in 
Solution here than they would like—which 
was being tackled, and was only being re. 
tarded. by the necessities of finance. Lest 
tnvone should think that they. alone were 
cursed with the problem, he quoted from an 
American book the following extract :— 
“Over five hundred thousand families in 
New York City are living in ill-lighted, un. 
Snitary and unsafe tenements, outlawed 25 
Vears ago, according to the 1927 Peport of 
the New York State Board of Housing, and 
this in the wealthiest country in the world.”

model tm aeroplane, and induce them to think 
of building the latest thing in beautiful and 
comfortable houses 

Without taking into account the great 
amount. of local employment afforded, few 
would contest the fact that the man that 
built a beautiful and comfortable house 
would take a solid human interest in it, he 
weuld become engendered with all the 
humanities attaching to the house, and, 
generally speaking, would become a har pier 
man than an expert in mechanical speea or 
design. 

IMPORTANCE OF GRANITE. 

Mr. J. H. Webb, ex-President of the Royal 
Institute of Architects, Ireland, in proposing 
a vote of thanks to Dr Dwyer, said that the 
profession to which he belonged had tried to 
get quarry owners to work up to certain 
specifications in stones, and to build. up a 
stock for use when wanted. He was sorry 
to say that the quarry-owners would not fall 
in with that idea. There was an illustration 
of what could be done with local granite in 
some we at Harold’s Grange. what 
was wan in this country was quality, not 
quantity. He did not think that we could 
ever compete with mass production. We 
should therefore concentrate on producing 
good things. | 

Mr. William Thompson, Past President of 
the Master Builders’ Association, seconded 
the proposal. He felt that the question of 
quality was one that should be stressed. He 
was glad that Dr, Dwyer and his fellow- 
Commissioners, in pushing forward housing, 
were fostering the spirit of education among 
the people. Good education in the technical 
schools was more than ever necessary now, 
if they were to have good workmen. 

Professor Purcell, in putting the motion, 
hoped that before leaving ‘office the Commis- 
stoners would be able to clear the slum areas. 
He alsa hoped that something would be done 
by them to save the fine old mansions in 
places like Henrietta street, which were really 
national. monuments, by letting them on 
lease; and, finally, he trusted that they soon 
would have a full measure of town-planning 
on modern lines, so that the future develop- 
ment of the city should be orderly. 

Dr. Dwyer,*in reply, said that if the 
Georgian mansions passed from one to an- 
other at present they would be worth £60, 
but if the Corporation wanted them, their 
value would go up to £1,200. The only way 
to deal with that matter was by legis ation, 
and it was now before the Minister. As 
regards town-planning, they would have a 
bill this year. : 

Dr. Dwyer then made a tour of the Ex- 
hibition.

John Bryan, an ex-soldier, with an address 
in James's siveet, was charged on remaud at 
the instance of Station Sergeant Stanley and 
Guard John McSweeny that, being a member 
of a crowd which assembled in St. Stephen's 
Gieen, he was guilty of conduct calculated uo 
lead to a breach of the peace. 

Mr. D. O'Flaherty, of the State Solicitor’s 
Office, prosecuted, and Mr. Herman (ood, 
solicitor, defended, 

The case arose out of the unemp_oyed 
demonstration in the vicinity of Leinster 
House on Wednesday last. 

The defendant, giving evidence on his own 
behalf, said that he had been to Molesworth 
street cn Wednesday in connection with a 
protest which had been arranged. He went 
into. York street, but soon found hiuself 
alon?. He took a piece of wood (produced) 
for protective purposes. He did not throw 
any stones, aud he could only say that the 
Guard was mistaken. He admitted having 
the small piece of wood (produced) in his 
possession in York street. 

Answering Mr. O'Flaherty, the defendant 
said that there were two men with sticks, 
and at one point he took possession of one of 
the sticks for protection. Later a policeman 
gave him a blow on the jaw, and the witness 
threw a stone at him, but missed him. 

Mr. O'Flaherty—Why did you provide 
yourself with the stones? 

Defendant—In case I got a blow of a 
baton. I wanted to be able to reply. 

Christopher Ferguson, national organiser 
of the Irish National Unemployed Movement, 
having its »ffices in the Trades Hall, Capel 
street,. stated that he and Bob Lovell, 
another member of the deputation, were 
assaulted. The unemployed remained per- 
fectly quiet until the police were given an 
order to ‘‘charge.”’ The police then 
batoned, beat and kicked the men. 

Robert Lovell, London, representing the 
National Unemployed Workers’ Movement 
of Great Britain, also gave evidence. 

Mr. Collins said that there were two 
charges—-the ‘first was for thiowing stones to 
the danger of persons using the thoroughfare 
at. St. Stephen’s Green; and the other was 
being guilty of behaviour whereby a breach 
of the peace might have been occasioned. 
Roth charges were proved, and he would im- 
pose a fine of £2 on the first charge and 
£l-on the second. 

There was a crowd of a couple of hundred 
in the court, and they joined in singing 
the ‘‘ Red Flag’’ and cheering.

WONDERFUL PUBLIC- 
SERVICE COACHES. 
MAKING ROAD TRAVEL 

MORE ATTRACTIVE, «

The exhibits at the Commercial Motor Show 
opened yesterday at Olympia indicate the 
great ‘advance in these vehicles sinee-:the 
Show held two years ago. in some types the 
changes are so great that the new models 
bear little resemblance to those of 1927. This 
is notably the case with the large passenger- 
carrying vehicles, and on the new coac 
there is scarcely a refinement in the new 
private cars that is not included in the public 
service carriages—for they are carriages in 
every sense of the term. 

Mechanical features of the coaches include 
six-cylinder engines capable of transporting 
numerous passengers at a speed that must 
only be whispered. 

LUXURIOUS FITTINGS, 

Improved suspension systems and the use 
of giant pneumatic tyres make re 
more comfortable, while upholstery an 
internal fittings have reached a stage which 
can only be described as hixurious. — Ae: 
commodation consists of armchair seats; 
padded and sprung, and the backs are as well 
sprung as the seats. 

Some of the restaurant coaches are very 
handsomely appointed, while the sleeping 
ears have rths that are so com- 
fortable that long distance routes can 
be operated at night throughout the winter 


months. 
“BABY” COACHES. 

There are four-wheeled and six-wheeled 
coaches, and seating capacity varies con” 
siderably, but all are better in every way 
than the exhibits at the last show. Exhibits 
range from huge lorries and capacions coaches 
down to the diminutive cars of the “baby” 
type, which, in their commercial form, appear 
as travellers’ saloons, fire tenders and trades- 
men s light delivery vans. 

There are steam vehicles, for the collection 
of street refuse, and agricultural vehicles; but 
the backbone of the exhibition is the section 
(evoted to general commercial transport, and 
in this department, the most popular types 
range from one to two tons. In the middle 
of these two types comes the thirty hundred- 
weight van, which is increasingly favoured for 
general purposes. 

Such firms as Commer, the industrial partners 
of the Hillman-Humber combination; Albion, 
Morris, Bean, ArmstrongSiddeley and 
Chevrolet cre prominently represented at 
Olympia, with models incorporating the most 
modern ideas in the types they produce.

Dominion * tatus. 


Two important questions will be asked 
in the Imperial Parliament next Wednes- 
day. Lord Danesfort, in the House of 
Lords, will draw attention to the case of 
the Performing Right Society against the 
Bray Urban Council, and will move for 
papers. Colonel Gretton, in the Commons, 
will ask the Government for information 
concerning the proceedings of the meeting 
of experts which is settling the prelimi- 
naries for next year’s Imperial Conference. 
One of the chief matters that are being 
discussed by the experts is the problem of 
Privy Council appeals, which has been 
brought to a head by the Performing 
Right Society’s case. The facts of this 
case are notorious. A year ago the Society, 
acting under Article 66 of the Free State 
Constitution, obtained special leave to 
appeal to the Privy Council against a 
decision of the Free State Supreme Court 
which dismissed its action for infringe- 
ment of copyright against the Bray Urban 
Council. While the appeal was pending 
the Free State Government, in last July, 
passed the Copyright Preservation Act, 
1929, one section of which was calculated 
to render nugatory any such appeal, Lord 
Danesfort intends to protest against er 
post facto legislation of this kind, and will 
ask the House of Lords to support him. 
In the mearwhile the Dominion “ experts,’’ 
including the Free State Minister for 
External Affairs, are discussing behind 
closed doors the whole matter of Privy 
Council appeals. The conference has been 
in session for several weeks, and public 
opinion in England is becoming rather 
restive. 

The Free State Government’s attitude 
towards Privy Council appeals is indicated 
clearly by its action upon the copyright 
case. This case involved a matter of inter- 
national importance—namely, the validity 
in the Free State of a copyright law which 
is respected in every civilised country. 
The Free State Government admitted that 
there was a gap in the law, that allowed 
copyright to be infringed with impunity ; 
and the Copyright Preservation Act, 1929, 
was devised expressly to fill that gap, 
which had been exposed by the action of 
the Performing Right Society. In order, 
however, to deprive the plaintifis of their 
right to obtain redress from the Privy 
Council, Section 4 was inserted in the Act. 
Mr. MecGilligan declared quite frankly 
in the Senate that his Government was 
determined to get rid of Privy Council 
appeals altogether, and warned prospec- 
tive appellants that they would approach 
the Judicial Committee at their own risk. 
At the last Imperial Conference the Free 
State delegation tried to secure the aboli- 
tion of these appeals; but the other 
Dominions were not inclined to support 
its claims, although South Africa was 
generally sympathetic. The late Mr. 
Kevin O’Higgins, who led the agitation, 
recognised that insistence would be un- 
wise, and agreed to allow the whole 
‘matter to remain in abeyance until the 
next Conference. 

In an admirable volume, entitled ‘‘ The 
Sovereignty of the British Dominions,”’ 
Professor Berriedale eith devotes 
careful study to’ the manner in which 
Dominion sovereignty is being extended, 
and makes special reference to the 
Free State Government's efforts to hasten 
the. process. Having rehearsed in his 
preface the facts of the copyright case, 
Professor Keith says that “ it is legitimate 
to anticipate that the elaborate safe- 
guards of the Constitution are virtually 
dead.’’ The Free State Government, of 
course, is within its rights when it tries 
to develop its constitutional powers by 
all lawful means. We believe that: a 
policy of festina lente is advisable in this 
respect, because every extension of the 
Saorstdt’s independence of Great Britain 
widens the gap between the two Irish 


States; but, within certain limits, no

objection can +> raised against the 
Executive Council’s eageriess to lay 
stress upon the trappings of its 
sovereignty. Jts attitude in the copyright 
case, however, is not lawful. From the 
standpoint of minorities, Article 66 of the 
Constitution is one of the most valuable 
clauses in the whole instrument. It 
preserves a right which is part of the 
birthright of every British subject, and 
was inserted in the Constitution specific- 
ally as a safeguard, although the Collins- 
Griffith delegation to London tried to 
secure its omission. Once having 
accepted Article 66, the Free State 
Government has no excuse for evasion of 
its responsibilities. Its attempt to get 
rid of Article 66 is an invitation to Mr. 
de Valera, at some later date, to employ 
the same methods in respect of the oath 
of allegiance to the Crown. 


Model Homes. 

We wish all success to the Housing 
and Building Exhibition which was 
opened in Dublin yesterday. The 
organiser has afforded to dwellers in 
Ireland an opportunity to familiarise 
themselves with the beauties and 
amenities. of the building art of to-day. 
An exhibition of the sort ought to be 
held at regular intervals in order that 
persons contemplating the building cr 
buying of dwellings should be able to 
meet those who can furnish them with 
the latest materials of domestic comfort. 
Manufacturers from across the Channel 
and over the seas would display their 
wares; Irish contractors ought to be 
equally enterprising in the setting forth 
of what they have to offer in goods and 
services. In opening the exhibition, Dr. 
W. C. Dwyer, City Commissioner, made 
a timely observation on this score. He 
said that the liveliest interest was taken 
by motorists in shows which brought 


| before them the latest models in motor 


cars and the novelties in motoring gear. 
A dwelling-place deserved at least as much 
care as a motor car in its selection and 
equipment. Seldom in Ireland is this 
truth realised. That zeal for the beauty 
of the house which, in England, has 
yielded scope to such artists as Sir Edwin 
Lutyens and Mr. Baillie Scott for the 
studding of the countryside with new 
embodiments of homely loveliness is 
little known in a land which once was 
pre-eminent in the design of handsome 
dwellings. A popular fallacy still is 
abroad in Ireland which supposes that 
the architectural art is concerned only 
with public buildings and the more 
sumptuous kind of house. The fact is 
not realised that even a humble cottage 
ought to be designed under the dictates 
of tradition and experience, and that 
these can render the simplest housing 
scheme an adornment to the landscape 
instead of an eyesore. Dr. Dwyer justly 
remarked that housing schemes to-day 
were mightily different matters from those 
of the days before the Great War. Never 
again will public money be spent on the 
erection of terraces of miserable hovels 
that open, without hall-space or garden, 
straight upon the public highway, The 
Commissioner quoted a density of thirteen 
houses to the acre as the average of 
modern artisans’ dwellings. That density 
is regarded in crowded England as 
the minimum that is consistent with 
decent comfort, but it is exceeded in 
public schemes in Ireland, where building 
space is plentiful. We should like to see 
Dr. Dwyer’s ideals realised in a maximum 
density of eight or ten houses to the acre, 
with dwellings that should be designed 
by architects who love their craft. We 
should like to see those dwellings, again, 
equipped with the graces and comforts 
that the Housing Exhibition displays, and 
possessed by a people proud and careful 
of their homes.

Marking of Eggs. 


The success of the National Egg Mark 
scheme hag given a great impetus to 
British poultry-farming. According to 
the Special Correspondent of the Morning 
Post, two hundred million eggs have been 
packed under the National. Mark system 
since the scheme was inaugurated last 
February. This season, for the first time 
for many years, British eggs have com- 
manded a higher price in home markets 
than the best imported, and the National 
Mark has enabled farmers to make the 
best use of market conditions. Hitherto 
Britain’s annual imports of eggs and 
fowls have amounted to the sum of 
It is hoped, 
therefore, that the new régime will divert 
a large proportion of this sum into the 
pockets of British poultry-farmers. 
Already since June there are 2,800,000 
more fowls on agricultural holdings in 
England and Wales than in the previous 
year. This experience of the poultry- 
farmers is doing much to popularise the 
National Mark scheme for other com- 
modities, and, under its wgis, one firm is 
sending “ fancy ” grade pears to Paris, 
while it is arranging to ship National 
Mark boxed apples to South Africa. The 
Ministry of Agriculture is to the fore 
with its good-will, and has arranged with 
the Poultry Advisory Committee to 
introduce in the New Year a fourth 
grade, which will be known as “ pullet- 
weight,” and will consist of eggs weighing 
from one and a half to one and three- 
quarter ounces. Of course, this move- 
ment on the other side of the Channel 
will militate against poultry-farmers in 
the Free State, since Saorstdt eggs in 
England now are classed as “foreign.” 
Nevertheless, all trade is governed 
inexorably by the law of supply and 
demand, and, if the Free State can 
produce better eggs in sufficient quan- 
tities at a competitive price, she may hope 
to be able to hold her own. 


For Valour. 


To-night’s gathering in the House of 
Lords, at which the Prince of Wales will 
preside, will be a function without 
precedent. Some three hundred holders 
of the Victoria Cross will sit down to 
dinner—everyone of them the hero of 
some epic deed. Tho whole Empire will he 
represented, and here and there the 
presence of some son of a foreign land 
who fought under the Union Jack will 
show that valour is the perquisite of no 
single race. Indeed, no true historical 
parallel can be found; for the heroic 
banquets of other days were attended only 


by members of the same caste. During the 
Hundred Years War Sir John Chandos 
and Sir. Robert Knolles, Du Guesclin and 
La Hire, while they shared gladly in the 
field their day’s rations with a brave 
archer or man-at-arms, would have 
déemed it beneath their knightly dignity 


‘| to dine with such persons in the presence 


of their liege. We have progressed since 
then, and recognise now that virtus comes 
from a higher source than class. To-night's 
dinner in the House of Lords ought to go 
down to history—and even to legend—as 
a rebirth of the Round Table We are 
certain that Tintagel or Caerleon-upon- 
Usk never saw a goodlier company. Seven 
Irishmen from the Free State will be 
present, in addition to many others of 
their race who live in different parts of 
the world. There is no great poet to-day 
to erystallise in four or six perfect lines 
the whole feeling of a people; nevertho- 
less, after the fashion of our age, the 
toast of absent friends will speak with all 
the poignancy of a Simonides.

Relations with Russia. 


In diplomatic circles it is rumoured to 
day that Sir Esmond Ovey, C.M.G..

Married Women’s Nationality. 


The text of a bill to allow women marry- 
ing foreigners freedom to retain their 
nationality was issued to-day. It is pre- 
sented to Parliament by Captain Cazalet, 
whose supporters include the Countess of 
Iveagh and Miss Picton Turberville. A 
memorandum accompanying the bill 
explains that it restores to a British 
woman the right she lost in 1870 of retain- 
ing her British nationality on marriage 
with an alien. and provides that a woman 
who has already lost her 
unless she makes a 
alienage. 
an alien woman shall not, as heretofore, 


acquire British nationality by marriage 


with a British subject. It requires her. 
in case she desires to obtain British 
nationality, to satisfy the same conditions 
as to residence, oath of allegiance, etc., 
as are required before an alien man 1s 
naturalised.

I was timorous 
as to the effect, but in the mass of corre- 
spondence that reached me afterwards tre 
majority of letters thanked me for giving 
them to understand the point with which 
I dealt that night. 


“ UNDERSTANDING US.” 


I say that. that is very significant and 
very interesting. It means that the 
American people are understanding us. 
It is not merely a handshake of politeness. 
It was a determined and successful effort 
to understand the problem which we were 
talking about, aot only from their own 
side, but also from our side. When that 
has been accomplished, more than half the 
battle has been fought and won. 

There was another thing that was very 
good. You know that a very large part of 
American historv—what I might call 
Anglo-American history—as taught upon 
the other side, begins with the war between 
America and ourselves in 1812. After | 
had spoken one day in the Senate a senator 
well known, but not altogether known for 
his friendly feelings to us, told me that not 
since 1812 were the American people so dis- 
posed as they are now to consider in a 
friendly, objective way, ways and means 
of effecting a naval agreement with this 
country.

I have said over and over again, and | 
think my conduct is proving that I meant 
what I said—that I went to America, not 
as a Labour member and not as a party 
leader.

LAST YEAR’S FIRE. 
| It was at this time last year that the 

old hall, which stood on the site of the 
present one, was burnt to the ground by 
unknown men. That building was a 
wooden structure, but the new hall, which 
hes been in course of construction for the 
past two months, and which was virtually 
completed, is built of concrete, with a 
wooden roof eovered with tar felt. Follow- 
ing the burning of the old hall, a claim 
for malicious damages was made and 
granted in the courts. It was expected 
that the new hall would be open before 


_he extent of the damage to the hall is 
not known. The police were immediately 
notified of the affair, and a number of 
Civic Guards from Kilmainham Station 
and a party of detectives from Dublin 
Castle were early on the scene. 

Under the circumstances their investiga- 
tions were limited, but it was ascertained 
that a land mine with a long fuse had 
been placed in the building.

Some hundreds of people cheerfully let last

Isidore de Lara’s opera, on the occasion of the 
first performance in English. This occasion 
was afforded by the Carl Rosa Opera Com- 
pany, which produced the opera at the Gaiety 
Theatre.- Dublin, last night. A large and 
eager audience was there; appreciation and, 
in the end, enthusiasm appeared to be 
general; and near midnight the excitement 
and congratulations reached at last their 
period, 

Mr. de Lara, the composer, was present, 
and answered at the close of the opera the 
calls made for him. He thanked everybody, 
gave such praise to the principals as showed 
that he was more than satisfied with their 
delivery of his work, and said what was due 
to the conductor, Mr.- Hammond, for whom 
he predicted a brilliant future. — In thank- 
ing Mrs. Phillips for undertaking the pro- 
duction (more particularly in the circum- 
stances of a touring company), he had a warm 
word for “the good eld, Carl: Rosa Company, 
which has kept the flag of opera flying for 
sixty years.” He told us that the whole of 
the stage equipment and costumes had. been 
purchased in Dublin. 

““Messalina,” a lyric tragedy by Armand 
Sylvester and Eugene Morand, was produced 
first at Monte Carlo thirty years ago, ‘The 
English version, used for the first time last 
night, is by Vernon Blackburn. It is a long 
work, in four acts, and it contains a great 
amount of fine and effective music, laid 
out on a grand scale for principals, a number 
of subordinate soloists, chorus and. orchestra, 
As regards the construction of the work for 
operatic purposes, one felt it to be a fault 
that whereas the first two acts were spec- 
tacular and busy, making full use of a big 
stage and a large company, the two re- 
maining acts had rather the nature of intimate 
drama. Surpassingly fine music in these 
last acts might make them equal im 
effect to the first two, .but my own 
impression was that the composed did not 
massed in increasing the intensity and de- 
veloping the interest of his music. Had he 
done so, we might have recognised in 
“* Messalina ” a very great opera; even as it 
stands, it is an imposing and strongly effec- 
tive work. 

From a weakness of the dramatic build, 
one turns to a weakness of the musical 
structure. What an opera this would be if 
the composer could have given us even one 
such aria as ‘‘O love from thy power,” 
“Fair spring is returning” or ‘“ Softly 
awakes my heart ’’! The principals wanted 

something to sing; the interest of the vocal 

material is not equal to that of the orches 

tral texture. 

Great . praise is due to Miss Goodacre, 

Mr. Boland and Mr. Dunkerley, and to 

several other members of the company who 

had parts of varying prominence, They gave 

us not only much fine singing, but also a 

strong presentation of the drrma.

GOVERNMEN'! AND 
MINERS, 


THE HALF-PLEDGE, 


' The Times of to-day in a leading article 
says:—The Miners’ Vederation has de- 
cided to release the Government from 
their pledge, and to accept the half of it 
instead. The half is to be without the 
guarantee which the Federation under- 
stood to be implicit in the larger oblizga- 
tion, so that, mm fact, the Federation sets 
what may be much less than half. The 
pledge was wrong politically and economi- 
cally—the blindest can see that now—an:l 
its consequences must have been had, 
whether it were Jionoured or broken or 
commuted. Jt was a dangerous thing-- 
dangerous to the political party that gave 
it, dangerous te the miners that asked 
for and took it, dangerous to the industry 
that was subject to it. — Honoured, the 
pledge would have involved the industry 
m immediate disaster; for it required the 
restoration. at once of the seven-hour 
working day, und the miners would have 
been ita helpless victims. Repudiated, it 
would have brought the Government to 
ruin and the Labour Party to chaos. 
Commuted, it does not remove, though it 
reduces the danger of industrial disaster. 
It does not shelter the miners from tlie 
risk of lessened incomes or increased mr;- 
employment, or both ; it does not save ihe 
Government from ioss of prestige. thoug)s 
it does permit them to salve a fair-amount 
of credit from the shipwréck of a bond, 
and to defend their shaken reputation as 
practical politicians. In fact, the, Govern- 
ment, by varying the pledge, have done 
the miners a service, which in a calmer 
moment they may come to understand, 
but the cost has been great. How great 
it is to the Government, the miners and 
the industry cannot be told to-day. 

With regard to the half-pledge, the 
Yorkshire miners say that they will derive 
no advantage from the reduction of hours. 
inasmuch as they work only seven an! 
a-half’ hours ‘now, and' that the levy 
will be imposed to a large extent 
at their expense, or at the expense of 
that part of the industry in whose 
prosperity they are first concerned. So the 
half-pledge has alienated the Yorkshire 
Association from the Miners’ Federation. 
and put the effective existence of the 
Federation in some jeopardy. There seem 
to be bonds of sympathy, the expression. 
no doubt, of a common interest too often 
denied. between the Yorkshire colliery- 
owners and the Yorkshire miners in this 
matter. All that can be observed at the 
moment is a marked inclination ef the 
Yorkshire miners to pursue their own 
course, disregarding the Federation, and a 
similar but 'ess clear tendency: among the 
Yorkshire coal-owners to question the 
policy of the Mining Association. 

No one familiar with the part which the 
Yorkshire owners have taken in the in- 
ternal discussions of. the mining industry 
will doubt their appreciation of the 
national and international problems to 
which an answer has.to be found. Thero 
are, however, district problems, as wel! as 
national problems, and if, as one result of 
the presemt -conflicts of opinion, there 
shouid be a drawing together of the coal- 
owners and the miners in the several dis- 
tricts—though not to the neglect of the 
broader ‘interests—there may be a begin- 
ning of the co-operation Which is so sorely 
lacking. But near at hand and. ominous 
| are the adjustments that the Government s 
hours policy will entail. There are to be 
further discussions. Even now, perhaps, 
the last words have not been spoken, ahd 
an understanding may not be beyond 
reach, though difficult. If the industry 
would think of working hours in terms ol 
the week, and not of the day, some pro- 
gress might, perhaps, be made.

ROME EXCAVATIONS. 


SOME INTERESTING 
POSSIBILITIES. 


The Times Rome Corresvondent, writing 
yesterday, says :—The excavations now being 
made in and around the old Church of Santa 
Pudenziana (traditionally the oldest church 
in Rome) have suggested to a writer in the 
Osservatore Romano some interesting possi 
bilities. After referring to the previous re- 
storations of the church in the early middle 
ages, the writer recalls the discovery there of 
fragments of a Laocoon group. 
The authority for. this discovery, which 
was made under the Pontificate of Sixtus 
V. (1685-1590), is Spari Celio, who 
wrote:—‘* [he workmen found the statue 
of the Laocoon in pieces. But 
either deliberately or through laziness they 
did not bring out anything except one leg, 
without a foot, and a fist, which was given 
to me some years afterwards, and was seen 
by many of the profession before it was 
stolen from me. It was larger than that 


manner—so much so, that it-is thought that 
it is the true original spoken of by Pliny.’’ 
Another writer in the Giornale d’ltalia 
to-wight, referring to the same subject, seems 
inclined to favour the theory that the Belve 
dere group is only a copy; but he appears 
to have some doubt as to the statement of 
Celio, and he is less optimistic than the 
writer in the Osservatore Romano as to the 
possibility of a Laocoon group being dis- 
covered under the church.

equally melodious tang of the County 
Limerick hali porter--can he be a Pala- 
tine ?—suggests that “the gintleman might 
be thirsty after such a long journey ?”’ 

Adare is a pleasant place in the evening. 
It is not quite so pleasant in the early 
morning, when there is a snap of autumn 
in the air—the ostler describes it as “a 
bit parky, sir’’—and the chambermaid 
brings you your shaving water at 7 a.m., 
with the enlivening news that “the Major 
has been working in his office s:nce five." 
What manner of man is this? Is it pos- 
sible that somebody in this country really 
starts to work at 5 a.m.? Unfortunately. 
it is. Major J. Gunning, Secretary of 
the Limeriek Hunt, does txts kind of 
thing for pleasure; and if you are going 
out for a day’s “‘cubbing”’ wits him, you 
will find him hard at work when you come 
down to breakfast at 8 o'clock trying to 
pretend that you really .ike getting up so 
early, and that the one ambition of your 
life is to follow the hounds. 


A BEAUTIFUL COUNTRY. 


The morning that I chose happened to 
be fine, and as we tore along the roads— 
we motored to the meet—County Limerick 
must have been the most beautiful county 
in Ireland. The sting of a Limerick 
morning soon takes the sleep cut of your 
eyes, and as you scud‘along the demesne 
walls of Adare Manor, with the golden 
tints of autumn glistening in the trees 
against a sky of perfect blue, you envy the 
hunting folk to whom this morni..g tonic is 
a commonplace.

| A BIG MEET. 


It was a big meet. There. must have 
heen fifty people there, exc!uding the half- 
dozen ‘‘ foot-sloggers’’ who had motor cars 
to transport them from cross road to cross 
road. Here, by the way, I must digress 
for a moment. This was a “cubbing”’ 
meet; and there is all the diffesence in the 


world between ‘‘cubbing’’ ane hunting 
proper. I was unaware of this fact until 
I went to Limerick. Indeed, I still should 
be unaware of it, if I had not cross- 


examined an old follower of hounds as to 
the precise difference between the two kinds 
of sport 


‘‘Cubbing’”’ is a preliminary to hunting 
proper. To begin with, it starts much 
earlier. (If I had known I should have 
waited a few davs and then ( should not 
have had to get up until ten o’clock.) 


This has something to do with. problems 
of scent, which I do not pretend tod under- 


stand. The basic idea of ‘‘ cubbing’”’ is, 
in the first place, to train the young entry 
—anglice, the young hounds. Woe betide 
you if you call them dogs! Also, it is 


intended to give the young foxes—the cubs 
—an idea of what hunting is coing to be. 
So far as the layman can see. “ cubbing”’ 
and hunting are identical. In each case 
coverts are drawn, foxes are hunted, and 
when they are caught they are killed by 
the hounds: hat it seems that al! sorts of 


SOLE LEATHER AND 
HARNESS. 
Mr. D. O’Callaghan, Hon. Secretary, 
Irish Free State Tanners’ Federation, 


replying to recent statements from people 
opposed to a tariff on imported sole and 
harness leather, points out that the 
“application is for a 25 per cent. duty 
on imported sole and insole and harness 
leather and manufactured: harness—that 
is, so far as boots and shoes are concerned, 
our application is for a tariff on the sole, 
etc.; or, as it is called, ‘ bottom leather,’ 
only. The upper leather, which would 
amount to about half or more of the cost 
of the boot, could still be freely imported, 
and we are ready to prove by actual cost- 
ings that have been carefullv tested that 
the duty sought on the imported sole 
leather would not, taken on average. 
amount to a suilling extra per pair of 
boots manufactured in the Saorstat, and 
then only in the beginning.”’ 

He adds: ‘‘ It has also been stated that 
we are not in a position to supply the 
requirements of the State. In reply to 
this statement I may say that we are in a 
position to prove that we can supply al! 
the needs of the State in sole, insole and 
harness leather if even the existing 
tanneries. were working to anything like 
their normal capacity, and that we are 
able to demonstrate by figures from past 
productions our ability to do so.” 

“ Another statement that a 25 per cent. 
tariff would mean 1/- per pair extra on 
the cost of soleing boots and shoes, is of a 
piece with the other reckless statements. 
It would not amount to 6d. per pair. 

“A tariff of 25 per cent. on sole and 
insole leather would amount to a very 
small extra cost to the consumer (and even 
this would tend to disappear with the 
increased output and consequent reduction 
of overhead charges), but for the workman 
it would mean a living for hundreds and 
to the country a saving of a substantial 
sum in unemployment benefit, as well as 
revenue for the State.”’ 


A Reuter message from Wellington, New 
Zealand, states that Parliament has voted a 
special allowance of £100 each for mem. 
bers. The allowance will apply for the

“‘Cubbing”’ trains hounds and gives them 
a taste of blood. It also gives fresh horses 
a chance to get accustomed to tne country, 
and enables new followers. tu become 
acquainted with the various kinds of

IN FREE STATE.

David Millar. who on Thursday was found 
guilty on a charge of manslaughter, was sen- 
toenced to twelve months’ imprisonment nr the 
second divisicn, his driving licence was -iov- 
feted fer the unexpired period, and he was 
ordered never to drive a motor car in. the 
Free State again. 

‘The accused and a girl named Mary Doran 
were returning from a dance in a motor car 
dziven by the accused on August 19th last, 
when the car ran into a lamp post in Grafton 
street, Dublin, and was wrecked, the girl 
being kitied on the spot. 

The defer.ce was that the aceused was sober, 
that he was not driviag too fast, and that the 
car got out of control. 

Judge Davitt said that he had thought the 
matter over, and he should say that a very 
heavy responsibility lay on him in dealing 
vith cases cf that kind. The jury had recom- 
mended the accused to mercy, and he could 
well understand their attitude. Offences of 
that kind were different from ordinary crim- 
na! offenees. He owed a duty to that class 
of the citizens who every day ran the nsfl of 
accidents of that kind, whether as pedestrians 
or as passengers in cars driven by people: who 
were reckless. “A life had been taken, and 
haa been taken by the carelessness. reckless- 
ness and negligence in a case which was as 
bad as anything of that kind that had ever 
come before him. 

'"1 consider, said his lordship, “ that any 
punishment less than twelve mcnths in the 
second division would be inadequate, together 
with the suspension of his licence to drive íor 
the unexpired portion of the period, and | 
also declare that he will not be allowed to 
drive a motor car In this country again. 

Mr. Herman Good, solicitor for the accused, 
asked for leave to appeal, but this his lordship 
refused, saving that Mr. Good could adopt 
another course. 


FRAUDULENT CONVERSION. 


A respectably dressed man named Patrick 
J. Fitzgerald, who was stated to have re- 
presented a Belfast firm, was found guilty 
of fraudulent conversion of a cheque for £8. 
He was also found guilty of being in un- 
lawful possession of some electrical goods.

He saw four 
men standing under a lamp and were fixing 
a poster on the wall. © He approached them, 
and told them to put up their hands. When 
asked what they were doing they rephed 
that they were posting up the bills for the 
Republican Army. He identified the poster 
(produced). He afterwards brought the ac- 
cused to Rathmines Police Station. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
guilty,” ; 

When the judge inquired how they arrived 
at that verdict, a member of the jury said 
that they had read carefully the bill which 
the accused were alleged to have posted 
on the wall, and as far as they could judge 
it was telling people not to join the’ reserve. 
They had such propaganda throughout the 
country for the past ten or fifteen years. 

The Judge said that he hoped that the jury 
had not forgotten the actual statement of the 
accused, that they had posted it for the Irish 
Republican Army. .
